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Vacancy  amendment 
defeated  seeond  time 


The  ASLC  amendment  to  the 
constitution  that  would  have 
outlined  procedures  for  filling 
vacancies  to  student  government 
positions  was  defeated  a second 
time  in  a student  referendum  on 
Monday,  December  8 by  a vote  of 
109  to  72. 

The  amendment  was  identical 
to  the  legislation  defeated  by  the 
student  body  last  month  in  a 
referendum.  Last  month’s  vote 
however  was  voided  when 
several  students  contended  that 
they  had  been  unable  to  vote 
because  the  ASLC  had  closed  the 
polls  one  hour  earlier  than  ad- 
vertised. 

The  ASLC  Administrative 
Council  then  voted  to  rerun  the 
election,  this  time  making  sure 
their  advertised  poll  times  were 
in  agreement 

Monday’s  election  saw  a 
heavier  hirnout  than  the  previous 
referendum.  Many  ASLC  of- 
ficials noted  that  the  Radio  Club 
lobbied  heavily  against  the  l^, 
posting  signs  and  encouraging 
people  in  the  cafeteria  to  “spend 
five  minutes”  to  defeat  the 
amendment. 

It  has  now  been  six  weeks  since 
the  amendment  was  - first 


proposed  before  the  Ad- 
ministrative Council  and  the 
ASLC  still  has  no  official  policy 
concerning  the  appointment  of 
vacated  positions  in  their  office. 
Ed  Beyer,  treasurer  of  the  ASLC 
said  that  now  all  appointive 
power  for  any  elected  or  non- 
appointed  position  will  revert  to 
the  ASLC  president.  According  to 
Mr.  Beyer,  this  was  the  exactly 
what  opponents  of  the  bill  feared 
originally.  “There’s  was  too 
much  power  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive  Committee,”  they 
said.”  Mr.  Beyer  points  out  that 
now,  with  no  clearly  defined 
policy,  until  a suitable  amend- 
ment is  approved  by  the  student 
body,  the  president  of  the  ASLC 
will  retain  appointive  power. 
“Personally,  I thought  they 
should  have  had  this  referendum 
in  the  general  elections  in  the 
spring.  That  way  you’re  going  to 
get  a lot  more  people  to  vote  who 
won’t  necessarily  come  to  the 
polls  with  a negative  attitude. 
Anytime  you  have  a vote  for  or 
against  something,  people  who 
are  against  are  more  motivated 
to  vote  than  those  that  don’t  have 
an  opinion  or  who  are  for 
something.”

ASLC  approves  final  budget  allocations 


The  ASLC  executive  committee 
approved  the  final  budget 
(x-oposal  at  their  December  4 
meeting.  The  original  budget 
based  on  1,500  students,  totaled 
$58,585.  The  more  current  figure 
of  day  enrollment  is  1,650  , which 
means  an  additional  $3,600  in 
ASLC  funds. 

The  appropriations  were  made 
as  follows:  Unicorn,  $750; 
Political  Union,  $180;  In- 
ternational Students  Association, 
$50;  Film  Series,  $500;  Lecture 
Series,  $1000;  and  Concert  Series, 
$1,000.  Total  allocations  were 
$3,530. 

According  to  Ed  Beyer,  ASLC 
treasurer,  no  organization  can 


overdraw  on  their  account.  “Last 
year  some  were  overdrawn,  and 
some  were  not  used.  If  some 
account  does  go  over,  it  must  be 
immediately  drawn  from  another 
account.” 

The  approjH-iations  committee 
is  updating  the  chartering 
{rocedures.  The  present  pohcy 
divides  organizations  into  four 
indistinguishable  classes,  with  a 
$500  constraint  on  classes  III  and 
rv.  The  new  proposed  policy 
would  consist  of  five  classes: 
publication-meda,  student  social 
services,  co-curricular  club, 
cultural  society,  and  recreational 
club.  General  charter 


requirements  are  open  mem- 
bership to  all  ASLC  members, 
iwovide  a service  to  the  students, 
continual  signs  of  life  on  campus, 
and  a faculty  sponsor. 

“'This  proposal  was  discussed 
at  the-  Executive  Committee 
Meeting.  It  was  not  passed  yet, 
but  we  are  sending  out  letters  to 
all  club  presidents  informing 
them  that  they  have  to  conform  to 
new  requirements  and  to  get 
them  to  dig  out  their  con- 
stitutions,” said  Mr.  Beyer. 
Marie  Lewandowski  and  Patrice 
Myers  are  helping  draw  up  the 
new  charter  procedures, 
charter  procedures.

Senior  Morris  Cannon 
awakened  from  a four  game 
shooting  slump  to  pace  the 
Loyola  Greyhounds  to  an  88-81 
victory  over  visiting  Salisbury 
Tuesday  at  Evergreen.  Carmon 
canned  six  of  seven  shots  in  the 
second  half  as  he  lead  the  team  in 
scoring  with  28  points. 

Salisbury,  led  by  the  early  hot 
hand  of  Bobby  Morris,  took 
a quick  lead  over  Coach  Tom 
O’Connor’s  team.  They  opened  up 
a four  point  lead  before  the 
Hounds  came  around  to  scoring. 
Then,  using  a patient  offense, 
Loyola  slowly  battled  back  to  a 
42-42  tie  at  the  intermission. 

The  close  of  the  first  period  is 
when  the  team  seemed  to  come 
alive  as  Paul  Eibeler,  in  for 
freshman  Jack  Vogt  who 
started  the  game,  hit  Morris 
Cannon  with  two  thread-the- 
needle  passes  which  tied  the 
game. 

Rebounding  was  the  point 
which  kept  Loyola  in  the  game  in 
the  first  half,  with  Mark  Rohde 
and  Bob  Reilly  leading  the  team 
in  the  department. 

Erupting  for  a couple  quick 
baskets  at  the  start  of  the  second 
half,  the  Hounds  mounted  a lead 
that  they  weren’t  to  relinquish. 
Freshman  Bud  Campbell,  who 
dominated  the  boards  for  Loyola, 
paced  the  Hounds  to  their  early 
lead  before  Cannon  opened 
fire.  Cannon  was  backed  up  by 
former  Loyola  High  teammate 
Mark  Rohde  who  had  his  own 
scoring  fest  with  14  second  half 
points. 

Loyola  was  plagued  by  poor 
shooting  in  their  first  three 
games,  and  although  it  improved, 
it  was  still  below  fifty  against 
Salisbury.  This  improvement 
may  indicate,  however,  that 
Loyola  looks  to  be  starting  to  play 
some  of  their  better  ball. 

They  are  still  [dagued  by  weak 
shooting  in  the  point  guard 
position.  Fine  passing  and  key 
assists  are  coming  off  the  hands 
of  Eibeler  and  Vogt,  but  the  two

have  had  the  cold  hands  in 
shooting,  getting  only  one  basket 
between  them  in  Tuesday’s 
game. 

Led  by  the  scoring  of  Rohde 
and  Cannon,  who  had  24  and  28 
points  respectfully  on  Tuesday, 
in  Loyola  frontcourt  is  doing  all 
the  work.  Sophomore  Bob  Reilly, 
who  took  a set  to  Jim  Smith  at  the 
start  of  Tuesday’s  game,  is  the 
team’s  second  leading  scorer 
behind  Cannon  and  Rohde  and 
has  hit  on  seventeen  consecutive 
free  throws.  Last  season  Reilly 
set  a Loyola  team  record  for  free 
throw  accuracy  which  at  this  rate 
looks  to  be  shattered. 

Probably  the  biggest  surprise 
is  freshman  Bud  Campbell,  who 
is  averaging  just  under  ten  points 
per  game.  Campbell  has  started 
every  game  for  the  Greyhounds 
this  year,  and  did  a job 
reboundii^  against  Salisbury’s 
All-American  hopeful  Howard 
Shockley.  Shockley  had  fourteen 
points  and  seventeen  rebounds  on 
the  night. 

At  the  close  of  the  game, 
Salisbury  made  a slight 
comeback  as  Jeff  Sheets  and 
Dave  McEvoy  began  throwing  in 
shots  from  20  feet  out.  The 
Seagull  cut  a ten  point  lead  to 
four  before  Loyola  upped  its 
margin  to  seven  as  Cannon  added 
two  free  threws  after  time  had 
expired. 

Loyola  is  on  a break  now  until 
their  Christmas  tournament 
which  begins  the  29th  of 
December.  Lycoming,  Frost- 
burg-and  St.  Thomas  Aquinas 
will  all  compete  in  the  first  an- 
nual tourney.
